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TEXAS SENATE VOTES 
BILL FOR EXTENSION 
OF MINERAL LEASES 


CONTROVERSIAL HOUSE 
MEASURE IS AMENDED ; 
OTHER BILLS PASSED 


AUSTIN, 
March 
27.—<^V-The 


senate today finally passed 19-8 the 
highly 
controversial 
house bill 


which would allow extension of 
mineral leases on state submerged 
lands. 
Four amendments adopted last 


week, however, will uend the bill 
by Rep. Donald Markle back to 
the house for concurrence 
where 


opponents have predicted it will 
meet with bitter opposition. 


The bill was the ob.iect of Sen. 
Jimmy Phillips* six-hour filibuster 
last Thursday and was heatedly ar- 
gued again today for more than 
ah hour. 
It permits the school 


Jand board to extend mineral leas- 
es on submerged land beyond the 
25-year present limitation to a 
period as long as the leases con- 
tinue to produce. 


"This bill will cost the school 


children of this state no less than 
$60,000,000 and it could amount to 
$100,000,000," Sen. 
Pat 
Bullock 


warned the senate. "It is just an- 
other of several instances when 
legislatures have taken potential 
money from the schools of this 
state and gave it to the big oil 
companies." 
Sen. A. M. Aiken, Jr., contended 
there was nothing mandatory about 
the bill and that the school land' 
board could still advertise for bids 
if it saw fit. 
Sen. Phillips' amendment to limit 
lease extensions to present produc- 
ing sands was killed lfc-to-10. With- 
out the amendment, Phillips said, 
the bill will give oil companies a

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PLANTS SOON MAY BE 
REMOVED FROM BEDS 
TO REGULAR GARDEN 


Gardeners who started their to- 
mato plants, lettuce, cabbage, pep- 
per plants and other slow-growing 
vegetables in a plant bed »lx or 
eight weeks back will soon be 
wanting to go to the garden with 
them, says Eva Sue Merrltt, county 
home demonstration agent, who 
ha« gome tips that may help them 
out on the job. 
She gays the lettuce and cabbage 
plants can be moved direct from 
the plant box to the garden when 
they are up around two or three 
inches high. 
But with tomatoes, 


pepper and eggplants it's a little 
different story. When these vege- 
tables reach a height of around 
three inches, they need to be thin- 
ned to a spacing of two to three 
Inches apart. This calls for trans- 
planting some of the plants into 
another bed of box. A few more 
weeks of growth, spread out in 
the larger box will give sturdier 
plants when you do set them out 
In the garden. 
Miss Merrill says 
lhal 
some 


folks like to take vegetables from 
the plant box and transplant them 
Into small paper cups or tin 
cans 


and this method does have the ad- 
vantage of giving a good mold of 
soil around the plant when it Is 
put out. 


Generally, vegetables that come 


out of the plant box and are Irans- 
planted into a second container 
need aboul Ihree or four more 
weeks of growth, says the agent. 
When they become vigorous and 
stocky, they're ready for the gar- 
den. 
These added weeks of pro- 


tected growth will make 
plants 
grow off more quickly and 
set 


fntlt earlier than when small plants 
or seed are uacd^
